CHICAGO— One of the most dar- 


inir train robberies that has trans- 
l>i'rfd in recent years in the middle 
west ended this morning in the death 
of a lone bandit who last night loot- 
ed the Illinois Central New Orleans 
limited and the recovery of currency 
intimated to total nearly ?100,000. 


One policeman, shot by the bandit 


i-, dead and 
another is seriously 


wounded. 


The bandit was identified as .Hor- 


ace Walton, 32, of St. Joseph, Mo. 
Walton fell with four bullets- in his 
body after barricading himself in 
hi.- apartment and' fighting a pitched 
brttie with more than 100 police, in- 
cluding several picked rifle squads'.' 


Boards Train at Gilraan . 


Walton boarded the train at Gil-. 


Tvnn, a few miles from Kankakee 
last night, taking a seat in a Pull- 
nr.n. 
A Decatur pouch containing 


roistered mail was 'taken on the 
truin at Oilman. As the flyer -pull- 
ed out of Kankakee Walton stepped 
f;ito the mail car and announced 
tJi.it he was the postal inspector.. He 
walked toward Elmer F. Harris; 
chief clerk, and "his four assistants 
tl-.en suddenly drew a' gun" and com- 
manded 
"hands up." The clerks 


obeyed, 
Harris and three of .the 


clerns were, ordered to .lie on the 
floor and James E. Burke the fourth 
ok-rk was forced to bind th'eir hands 
behind them. 
Walton'.' then 
tied 


Burke's hands and set about leisure- 
ly sorting the mail pouches. 


Armed with the clerk's key he 


picked out and rifled the bags which 
contained shipments of money, re- 
marking that "its easy tvhen you 
have inside information." A travel- 
ing bag appropriated from one of 
the clerks furnished a receptacle. 


After filling the bag Walton kept 


. G], a running fire of banter with the 
ciurks until the troi'n reached Engle- 
wood station in south Chicago short- 
ly before 1 a. m. There he opened 
the door and as the train gathered 
speed leaped out.

Fifteen minutes later patrolmen 


V,'m, A. Roberts and John KendricTcs 
met Walton. Their suspicions were 
aroused and Roberts stepped for- 
v.-ard .to question the man. Walton, 
w::h his revolver in his pocket fired 
i: rough his coat and Roberts fell, 
fatally shot in the head and side. 


Walton leaped into the areaway 


of an apartment building while Ken- 
(l.-icks dropped behind Roberts' body 
cir.d opened fire. .After an exchange 
<;f shots the policeman dashed for- 
v.'j.rd and grappled with the man. 
Walton dropped the bag and fled.

Yet, things are moving 
Well enough considering the.handi- 
cap of the labcr'shortage. _ One'of 
the troubles that all' employers have' 
to contend witb,'and. that also is 
found in the tobacco industry these 
days, is the wages are so high that 
the careless and irresponsible class, 
especially' of .the- younger, s'e't, will 
work half-of the'time, or four days 
of tKe.week, end loaf the rest of the 
Cme, as they have enough to carry 
them through the 
wBek without 


•working every day. High pay is not 
an inducement to .'steady work, ex- 
cept for the person1 who knows the 
value of opportunity and' the need of 
uninterrupted

We are sending 


millions of money to Europe in gifts to relieve starvation and 
war destitution, but the appeals to our "humanity" to assume 
a share of European debts will not find encouraging response 
in this country, except in Wall street.

us to take charge of ravished Armenia, where there is no chanc 


' for anything but trouble.

The Armenian mandatory we have respectfully declined 


and up to date we have respectfully declined the League of Na 
tions. 


Pooling tihe war debts means merging the debts of all the 


European countries, and then apportioning. a share to each 
member of the League of Nations. 


Wall street, anxious over its European war loans will of 


course favor this scheme, but it will find b'ttle favor elsewhere 
and will not be much talked about until we join the league. Anic 
it does not yet appear that we are likely to join.
